To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mailing  R.D.C, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of'  the'  area  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944,  In 
accordance  with  instructions,  the  report  is  confined  to  essential 
matters,  and  I  have  dealt  only  with  the  more  important  subjects. 

The  vital  statistics  in  spite  of  the  conditions  continue  to 
remain  satisfactory.  The  death  rate.  .of.  13.11  per  1,000  population 
compares  favourably  with  the.  figure  for,  England  and  Wales  which  was 
11,6  per  1,000  civilian  population,  whilst  the  birth  rate  of 
19,80  per  1,000  civilian  population  was  2.20  per  1,000  higher  than 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  the  incidence  of  such  disease  was  not  high. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  water  supply  and  supervision 
of  food  supplies,  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who,  as  in  previous  years,  reports  separately 


on  these  matters.

Twenty  nine  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  disease 
as  compared  with  seventeen  for  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  was  .94  per  1,000  population.  Forty  one  new  cases  were 
added  to  the  register  during  the-  year. 


Tuberculosis  -  Non-respiratory . 

Five  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  yeilding  a  death  rate  of  ,16  per  1,000  population. 
Ten  new  cases  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following  details  of  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  and  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  my  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944. 

In  spite  of  difficulties  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
keep  up  to  date  with  the  work,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
reporu  that  progress  has  been  made. 


SECTION  C. 

Water. 

On  the  whole  the  area  Is  well  served  by  the  public  supply. 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  supply  were  oarriod  out  bv 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  No  unfavourable  reports 
were  received.  Samples  webe  also  submitted  for  bacteriological 
ana  chemical  examination  by  the  Water  Company,  and  these  reports 
confirmed  that  the  water  was  of  good  quality.  No  cases  of 

iniectious  or  other  disease  attributed  to  water  occurred  during 
the  year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage » 


The  position  as  regards  drainage  and  sewerage  is  materially 
the  sav.fi  as  the  previous  year.  No  extensive  alterations  or 
improvements  have'  been  carried  out. 

No  effort  has  been  spared  to  maintain  the  outfall  works 
in  efficient  working  order,  but  when  times  and  circumstances 
once  again  return  to  normal  it  will  be  urgently  necessary  to 
submit  proposals  for  the  re-planning  and  reconstruction  of  the 
outfall  works  at  West  Mailing  and  Snodland.  During  the  year  a 
preliminary  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  various  parishes, 
with  a  view  to  considering  the  necessity  of  extending  the 
present  sewers  where  existing,  and  the  provision  of  sewers  in 
other  parishes  where  none  at  the  present  exist,  particularly, 
Wouldham,  East  Pockham  and  Ightham, 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

My  attention  has  not  been  drawn  to  any  serious  case  of 
pollution  during  the  year,  and  so  far  as  I  am  aware  no  serious 
cases  exist.  In  my  report  for  last  year  I  commented  on  the 
pollution  of  a  river  by  the  discharge  of  effluent  from  indust¬ 
rial  premises.  The  necessary  works  were  completed  during  the 
year  and  a  great  improvement-  in  the  effluent  has  been  noted. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disp  :sal 


No  changes  have  been  made  In  the  method  of  disposal  of 
.  refuse»  which,  as  in  previous  years,  is  by  controlled  tipping. 
There  are  two  tips  in  operation,  one  at  Aylesford,  and  one  at 
'Snodland. 

The  collection  service  has,  in  spite  of  labour  difficulties, 
continued  to  operate  efficiently.  As  in  previous  years,  salvage 
was  again  very  much  to  the  fore.  In  spite  of  propaganda,  It  was 
noted  that  during  the  last  few  months  of  the  year,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  material  collected.  It  was  not 
generally  realized,  what  an  important  part  salvage  has  played 
in  the  war  effort . 

The  total  amount  collected -was  237  tons  4  cwts.  which 
produced  a  gross  income  of  £1,546.  Considerable  strain  has  been 
thrown  upon  the  vehicles ^ during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the 
great  amount  of  additional  work  they  have  been  required  to 
perform  outside  the  normal  working.  Carting  and  delivering 
shelters,  removal  of  debris,  furniture  removal  for  bombed-out 
persons,  transport  of  evacuee’s  luggage,  together  with  many 
other  works  of  transport  too  numerous  to  mention.

Smoke  Abatement, 

Several  industrial  premises' were  kept  under  observation 
following  complaints  as  to  the  emission  of  excessive  smoke, 

but  xn  each  case  the  complaints  were  proved  to  bo  unjustified 
and  no  action  was  taken. 

Eradication  of  bhe  Bed  Bug, 

Twenty  seven  houses,  five  of  which  were  owned  by  tho 
Council,  were  disinfested  during  tho  year.  As  in  previous 
years  tho  method  of  spraying  with  an  insoctioice  was  carried 
out.  Ho  case  of  re-infestation  occurred. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,'  1919. 

No  serious  cases  of  infestation  were  brought  to  my  notice 
during  tho  year.  A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
this  connection  and  complaints  were  investigated  and  dealt  with 
as  necessary.  I  am  indebted  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Officials 
for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply, 

One  hundred  and  twenty  one  inspections  were  carried  out  of 
farms  and  dairies.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
area. 

No  cases  of  infectious  or  other  diseases  attributed  to  milk 
wore  brought  to  my  notice. 

Sixteen  samples  of  non-designated  milk  were  submitted  for 
tubercle  bacilli. 

The  Milk  (Special)  Designations  Order,  1926  -  1938. 

Twenty  one  producers  were  registered  under  the  above,  of 
which  four  held  licences  for  "Tuberculin  Tested"  and  seventeen 
for  "Accredited"  milk.  Sixty  two  samples  were  submitted  for 
examination  and  of  these,  five  samples  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory.
